WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—(#)—Some of those fancy shoes, include 
ing the two-tone jobs, became war casualties today. 


To save leather, the War Pro-?f 


duction Board prohibited’ the 
manufacture of .two-colored ioot- 
wear, and reduced the variety of 
colors and styles to be made for 


next spring and summer. No re- 
strictions were placed, however, 
on the total number of shoes to 
be produced. 

Colors were limited to the fol- 
lowing: Black, white, turf tan, 
Army russet, town brown and 
blue. 

Moreover, A. J. Spring, chief 
Of WPB’s shoe unit, requested 
shoe retailers “to discourage extra 
pair sales to consumers and to dis- 
courage promotion to influence 
consumers to buy unneeded pairs 
of shoes.” 

Describing sole leather now be- 
ing used extensively by the arm- 
ed forces as a limiting factor in 
shoe production, WPB said “ex- 
cessive style and color variety’ 
increased the amount of leather 


tied up in dealers’ inventories and 


little-used footwear on consume 
ers’ shelves. 

Except for blucher cut laced 
boots and cowboy utility boots, 
the order prohibits the manufac- 
ture of leather boots of any kind, 
effective October 31. 

Boots eliminated include riding 
boots, and several special women’s 
and children’s style types, known 
as militaire and majorette boots. 

Beginning September 10 a 
manufacturer may use only the 
shoe designs he used during the 
period between September 1, 1940, 
and September 10, 1942, except 
on dies and lasts on order before 
September 10. A manufacturer 
may, however, change the design 
and construction on shoes to com- 
ply with the order. 

Except for shoes worn in agri- 
cultural or industrial work, double 
soles will not be permitted. Also 
prohibited is the use of any metal 
nail-heads or studs for decora- 
tive purposes.

Senate Group Adds Five 


Per Cent Victory Levy 
To Revenue Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—(#)— 


A congressional survey of compul-

Taking cognizance of a recent 
statement by Secretary Morgen- 
thau that the treasury could not 
rely beyond the end of this year 
on voluntary financing, the com- 
mittee wrote into the measure a 
provision setting up an 1l-mem- 
ber committee to study ccmpul- 
sory savings and report to con- 
gress by January 11.

‘Toughest Aloft 


Hits Critics Who Knock- 
ed Efficiency of Long- 
Range Bomber. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9.—(/P) 
Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, fa- 


‘mous American flyer, said tonight 
that American fighter planes “are 
the toughest things aloft” and “no 
other bomber has such a record in 
Europe” as that established recent- 
ly by the American B-17s. 

“American made bombers re- 
peatedly have blasted their targets 
in Germany—and we have only 
just begun,” Rickenbacker said in 
an address at a Chamber of Com- 
merce dinner. 

“American 


made fighters until 


recently have knocked Japanese | 
‘Zero fighters out of the skies at 


the rate of two to one—now the 
rate is three or four to one—and 
we have only just begun.” 

Rickenbacker, an American ace 
in the first World War, was 
sharply critical of self-styled 
home-made “experts’’ who belittle 
American aviation. 

“The long-range bomber that 
now our Flying Fortress—the B-17 
,—had its bitter critics,”” he said. 
“An ‘expert’ said to me 
‘This plane is a monument to brass 
ihat stupidity. Not only is it poor- 
‘ly built but its high altitude fly- 
ing will make it impossible for its 
crew to bomb accurately. It will 
be an easy mark for enemy fight- 
ers.’ 

“I wish this critic could have 
‘gone along with General Eaker 
\when Flying Fortresses bombed 
‘Rouen. I wish he could have seen 
those German fighters trying des- 
|perately to attack the B-17s at 35.,- 
000 feet. When the German fight- 
ers tried to do battle in that thin 
air

The Nazis have their own way of celebrating 
anniversaries. It is the way of murder. Three 
months to the day after the infamous Hang- 
man Heydrich died of wounds inflicted by 
Czech patriots, the Germans announced the 
execution of four churchmen. One of the 
victims was a bishop. The murdered men were 
charged with concealing and aiding parachute 
agents accused of the assassination of the 
hangman, who, it will be recalled, was termed 
by Hitler as a fine example of Nazidom. 


Property of the churchmen was confiscated, 
and then they were executed. Knowing the 
Nazi method, it is reasonable to assume these 
churchmen had no more to do with the killing 
of Heydrich than a newborn babe. Yet the 
Nazis wanted them out of the way, and so took 
that excuse to get rid of them. It is a horrible, 
a familiar pattern, But that is the enemy we 
face. He is that kind of beast. 

The latest executions were more of the 
same sort of thing the Nazis have been doing 
for a long time. Already the Gestapo’s ven- 
geance for the slaying of Heydrich has claimed 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of innocent 
Czech lives. It has resulted in the destruction 
of two villages and the death, arrest or trans- 
portation of their populations. 

When Ambassador Grew told the nation the 
only way the Japs can be beaten is for them 
to be killed, he could have been talking about 
the Nazis, too.

What NEW YORK, Sept. 9.— 

To get down to earth, 
Is [t? just what is the Inter- 

national Students’ As- 
sembly at which President Roose- 
velt delivered his message to the 
youth of the world last week, how 
did it come into being, who or- 
ganized it and is it something that 
all of us, suddenly, are required 
to respect unquestioningly? 

The President spoke sharply of 
those who regard this war strictly 
as a fight for the life of the United 
States when he said, “there is 
still, however, a handful of men 
and women in the United States 
and elsewhere who mock and 
sneer at the four freedoms and 
the Atlantic Charter. They are 
few in number, but they have the 
financial power to give our ene- 
mies the false impression that 
they have a large following 
among our citizens. They play 
petty politics in a world crisis.” 

Now there has been no notice- 
able mocking and sneering at the 
four freedoms as such but there 
has been considerable’ dissent 
from the proposition that it is the 
duty and the mission of the Amer- 
ican people to establish them 
“everywhere in the world” and 
that this is the purpose for which 
the United States went to war. 
Those who hold this view, a nar- 
row view if you will, believe that 
this is a simple, primitive strug- 
gle to destroy an enemy who 
started it with a- treacherous at- 
tack on American soil. They are 
not, as he said, few in number 
nor have they any organzied fi- 
nancial power nor any desire to 
discredit their government in the 
eyes of foe or friend. And it is 
every citizen’s right to engage in 
politics in this election year just 
as Mr. Roosevelt himself has been 
doing “in a world crisis.” 


Not 
Holy Writ for engaging legiti- 

mately in politics 
on the purely domestic issues of 
the New Deal, many Americans, 
not just a few, are held up to con- 
tempt by the President in an ad- 
dress to a congress largely com- 
posed of young foreigners. 

The doctrine of the four free- 
doms “everywhere in the world” 
is not a required belief nor is the 
so-called Atlantic Charter Holy 
Writ. They are propositions made 
by the President and Winston 
Churchill and that is all they are. 
Americans obligate themselves 
only to uphold the constitution of 
the republic and defend her 
against her foes. 

Now, abruptly, comes the In- 
ternational Students’ Assembly in 
Washington under the auspices of 
an organization called the ‘nter- 
national Students’ Service, de- 
scribed as a gathering of 350 
youths of 53 countries. It may 
be all right but any American 
has a right to look into its back- 
ground. 

Everyone who reads Mrs. 
Roosevelt's column knows tha. she 
has been promoting the _ Inter- 
national Students’ Service for a 
long time. Last year her friend 
and protege, Joe Lash, formerly 
active in youth organizations of 
the Communist Front in _ this 
country, was very prominent 
among those who were putting 
themselves forward as candidates 
for student and youth leadership 
at an “institute” which she enter- 
tained at Campobello Island. Lash 
not only has a political back- 
ground which would impair his 
pretensions to leadership of 
American youth, but he is, more- 
over, no youth. He is a man rising 
30 years who has been active in 
the youth leadership game as a 
vocation for more than a decade. 
Another prominent participant in 
the “institute’’ was Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, whose teachings are 
not necessarily binding on good 
Americans, and may be rejected 
without prejudice.

of students who were victims of 
persecution in their European 
homelands, principally Germany, 
Italy and Spain. It now seems to 
be developing into a world politi- 
cal union of youth under Mrs. 
Roosevelt's patronage and_ will 
continue to oppose Nazi-Fascism, 
but is lavishly cordial to Com- 
munist youth. 

Everyone knows that Commu- 
nism and Nazi-Fascism are alike 
in their attitude on the four free- 
doms and that religion is not free 
in Russia. Then how can the 
youth of the anti-Axis nations 
get together on a post-war pro- 
gram or anything else? 

Naturally, the President and the 
American people would be polite 
to the Russian delegates, Com- 
munists though they are, because 
they are certified as military 
heroes of a great and brave ally 
in the war against Hitler and 
Japan. But the youth of Chris- 
tianity can find no common 
ground with Communist youth, 
and the most obvious field in 
which to start establishing the 
four freedoms after the war would 
be Russia. 

It was really a lofty speech that 
President Roosevelt made, but 
there was something on the order 
of a rush-act in this sudden bally- 
hoo for one of Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
pet projects and the suggestion 
that those who do not wholly in- 
dorse the plan to establish the 
four freedoms “everywhere in the 
world” in collaboration with a 
mighty Communist state are not 
as good Americans as they might 
be. Up to now Americans have 
always believed that their own 
country was the only one to 
which they owed an obligation.

NECESSITY OF POLITICS 
months, a letter from a gen 


man who has been forced to deal with crooked politicians. He found 
it, naturally, distasteful. He found some comfort in a paragraph 
from a life of Aaron Burr, written more than 100 years ago by 
a friend of Burr’s named Parton. 

Parton, observing how Burr’s life had been wrecked and wasted 
by his political battles, wrote in bitterness: 

“Accursed be politics forever. The maelstrom that has drawn 
in and engulfed so many worthy men. What talent it absorbs! 
What toil, what ingenuity, what wealth, what lives have been 
wasted upon it! How mean are political methods and expedients, 
and how absurdly disproportioned are political triumphs to their 
cost! Politics can never be reformed. To abolish politics alto- 
gether is perhaps the atonement American is going, one day, to 
make to an outraged world for sinking to the deepest deep and 
wallowing in the filthiest filth of political turpitude.” 

That sounds as if it might have been written about almost any 
political campaign of today., our own or that of any other state. 

(It is well to remember it was written by a man who had seen 
his friend ruined and brought to disgrace and death by politics. 
He felt it keenly.) 

Nevertheless, it is true, unfortunately, that if one enters any 
political campaign in any fashion, as a candidate, as a worker, 
or as a writer of politics, one may expect to be maligned and 
accused. It matters not how innocent one may be, the mud will 
fly. Charges will be made. Half truths will be told as whole 
truths. Distortions, innuendos, slander will be a part of it. 

That is the worst aspect of our politics. That is why it frightens 
many worthy men out of politics. They do not care to go through 
a period of months in which they are accused and berated. In- 
deed, that is the great weakness of our politics. Men fear to face 
the dirt of it. | 

Yet, I have never doubted that we must have our political 
system; that we must have politics and politicians. 

I could wish, and do wish, for a better breed of politicians, 
generally speaking, and for a better type of campaign. 

I could wish, too, for men who didn’t mind taking some abuse 
and some falsehoods, for the sake of giving better service to the 
governmental positions of all grades.

Soldiers to Expose Them- 
selves to Typhus 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


In order to consider these problems without bias or emotion or 
confusion of ideas, let us assume that nothing done by men in uni- 
form is immoral. Give no thought to what is*right or wrong. Forget 
about reformers and religion. Discard such words as sin and virtue. 

Having done this, try to consider venereal diseases and alcohol 
as military problems, and nothing more; to be solved, if at all, as 
a matter of practical military necessity. 

The first men drafted were free of venereal disease, for the 
diseased were rejected by draft boards. Yet in a few months, one 
in every 20 had contracted syphilis or gonorrhea. Five per cent 
of our armed men were casualties before they finished training. 
Saboteurs and subversive agents could not do as much to cripple 
our Army. 

Despite the efforts of military authorities, the plague continues. 
Venereal disease causes more physical unfitness and more loss of 
man hours than all other causes combined. 

Consider, then, the problem of alcohol and its effect upon flyers. 

Uncritical magazine articles concerning our flyers in England 
make casual reference to the fact that men starting on a raid over 
the Continent sniff oxygen to overcome their hangovers. Back from 
a raid, the boys in their hours of ease assemble at some pub to get 
pleasantly high. 

When Air Force officers here at home see a young pilot doing 
crazy stunts, they think he has had a few drinks. And they know 
he will crack up soon or late. Apparently only a few slip a drink 
when there is flying to do, but many attend wet parties in hospitable 
homes at night and face the next day’s risks with hangovers. And 
even advanced training planes require a split-second co-ordination 
and reflexes beyond the capacity of any lad who is handicapped by 
the morning-after jitters. 

In short, venereal diseases and liquor are helping us to lose the 
war. The question is, how tough are we willing to be to win? 

Are we willing to round up the women who make casualties of 
our soldiers and send them to concentration camps, along with 
their backers, until the war is over? 

Are we willing to deprive flyers of their “personal liberty” and 
the right to destroy their efficiency and needlessly risk their pre- 
cious necks? 

Remember, this isn’t play. We are fighting for our very lives. 
We are fighting enemies still stronger and tougher and better equip- 
ped and organized than we are. A little margin either way could 
change the result. 

Generals would despair of victory if thousands of soldiers de- 
liberately wounded themselves. They would act quickly if thousands 
drank poisoned water. Why tolerate other ways of making casualties?

Three Months of Terri- 
ble Wanderings Take 
Heavy Toll.

| (By Wireless)—Parties of gaunt, 
haggard refugees including Euro- 
pean women and children are 
still stumbling into the outposts of 
northern Assam after three months 
of terrible wanderings among the 
mountains of the Tibetan border 
following a flight northward from 
Burma. 

Most parties are only a frac- 
tion of their original size. Many 
companions had to be left to die 
in dank swamps and swirling 
rivers or, where possible, were 
buried under mountain rock 
cairns pitifully decked with rhodo- 
dendrons in the  snow-chilled 
bet fees of the Himalayan foot- 

j 

The refugees were sighted earlier 
from the air, fortunately, because 
| they were provisioned by the 
RAF. But previously they had 
subsisted on roots, leaves and 
berries augumented rarely by 
food which they begged or bought 
|from tribesmen. Tribesmen are 
|very scarce in this inhospitable 
'tract of land much of which ig 
far above sea level. 

Suffer From Boredom. 

One phantom party of about 300 
Europeans, In@ians and Anglo-In- 
dians were located but are at 
present unidentified. They are 
still trapped near the Tibetan 
border. They managed to send 
a message by coolie reporting that 
they were held up on the banks 
of the lower Dapha river “suffer- 
ing from pure boredom.” 

Help is being rushed up over- 
land and planes are searching the 
gorges. This party apparently 
followed the trail of a 15,000-foot 
‘Pass and-valley. It traversed a 
‘route parallel to a party led by 
Sir John Rowland, famous rail- 
road engineer, and head of the 
Yunnan-Burma_ railroad.
